New  Book  Studies  Armenian  Numismatics

At  the  July  17  meeting  of  the  Milwaukee  Numismatic  Society, 
members  present  had  the  unique  distinction  of  being  the  first 
numismatists  in  the  Western  Hemisphere  to  see  a copy  of  the  latest  book 
from  the  pen  of  Armenian  numismatic  scholar  Dr.  Khachadour 
Mousheghian.  Just  released.  The  Numismatics  of  Armenian  History  is  a 
166  page  summary  of  the  coinage  of  Armenia  from  its  origins  until  the 
Middle  Ages. 

Until  advancing  illness  forced  his  retirement  in  1990,  the  late  Dr. 
Mousheghian  was  Chief  Numismatic  Curator  at  the  State  Historical  Museum 
of  Armenia  in  Yerevan.  I have  a warm  memory  of  Dr.  Mousheghian  and 
his  devoted  family,  whom  I visited  in  Yerevan  in  1987  and  again  in  1990, 
and  their  friendship  and  hospitality.  Mousheghian’s  passing  in  1992 
deprived  us  of  a talented  scholar  who  possessed  a great  love  for 
Armenian  coins  and  history,  as  well  as  a wealth  of  specialized  numismatic 
information  and  knowledge. 

As  a token  of  her  devotion,  Mousheghian's  daughter  Anahit  (who 
today  works  in  the  same  museum  department  that  her  father  directed  for 
thirty-five  years)  has  taken  it  upon  herself  to  preserve  her  father's 
scientific  legacy.  It  is  through  her  indefatigable  effort  that  we  happily 
have  this  new  book  before  us. 

The  Numismatics  of  Armenian  History  focuses  on  numismatic  finds 
gathered  in  Armenia  over  the  decades  and  now  mostly  preserved  in  the 
rich  collection  of  the  Armenian  State  Museum.  The  text  is  written  in 
three  languages  including  English  and  printed  on  glossy  paper. 

Numerous  coin  examples  are  photographed,  many  are  enlarged,  and  a few 
are  shown  in  full  color.  Altogether,  the  book  has  131  photographic 
illustrations  and  3 maps. 
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The  topics  covered  include  the  earliest  ancient  coins  discovered  on 
Armenian  territory,  the  satrapal  coinage  of  Tiribazus  and  Orontas  (4th 
century  B.C.  Achaemenid  rulers  of  Armenia  ),  the  circulation  of  coinage  of 
Alexander  the  Great  and  Hellenistic  successors  in  the  Transcaucasus  (3rd- 
lst  centuries  B.C.),  coinage  of  the  Armenian  kings  of  Sophene, 

Commagene,  and  the  Artaxiad  dynasty  (3rd  to  1st  centuries  B.C.),  coinage 
of  Rome  pertaining  to  Armenia  (1st  century  B.C. -2nd  century  A.D.), 
coinage  of  Sassanian  Iran  struck  in  Armenia  (3rd-7th  centuries  A.D.), 
coinage  of  the  Arabic  Caliphate  including  coins  struck  in  mints  of  Armenia 

(7th-10th  centuries),  and  coinage  of  the  Byzantine  Empire  including  coins 
struck  by  emperors  of  Armenian  origin  (7th-12th  centuries). 

The  coins  of  the  barons  and  kings  who  ruled  Cilician  Armenia 
between  1080-1375  are  not  included  within  the  scope  of  this  volume.  Th<! 
Cilician  Armenian  kingdom  played  an  extremely  important  role  in  the 
development  of  Armenian  coinage  and  a separate  volume  can  be  devoted 
to  this  topic.  I am  informed  that  the  publishers  are  contemplating  a 
companion  volume  that  would  complete  this  study. 

This  book  is  carefully  and  attractively  prepared,  and  is  a fine 
tribute  to  Mousheghian’s  memory  and  to  the  nation  whose  coinage  tells  ii  s 
story  over  the  past  2500  years.  Efforts  are  now  underway  to  obtain 
copies  of  Mousheghian's  The  Numismatics  of  Armenian  History  for 
distribution.

I have  been  collecting  tokens  for  some 
time  now.  [ like  tokens.  I think  they  are 
neat.  They  look  something  like  coins,  but 
have  a lot  more  personal  nature.  Trade 
tokens  usually  carry  the  name  of  the  city 
and  state  where  they  are  from,  and  would 
also  have  the  original  owner’s  name  and/or 
business.  If  this  information  is  not 
available  on  the  token,  a lot  of  times 
collectors  can  do  a little  research  to  regain 
this  lost  data.  (Attributing  mavericks) 

Most  all  trade  tokens  have  one  thing  in 
common  - they  are  good  for  something. 
Usually  they  would  be  good  for  a small 
amount  of  money  in  trade,  or  a sample  of 
the  owner's  merchandise.  There  are  other 
types  of  tokens  as  well.  Advertising,  Tax, 
Telephone,  and  Travel  Tokens  to  name  but 
a few.  Then  there  are  Amusement  or 
Vending  Machine  Tokens.  My  knowledge 
of  this  type  of  token  came  about  in  a 
rather  strange  way. 

Awhile  back,  I was  running  an  ad  in  the 
local  newspaper,  "token  collector  needs 
tokens,  etc..."  A few  weeks  later  someone 
called  me  and  said  he  had  a ton  of  old 
tokens.  Naturally,  I was  very  interested, 
so  I told  him  to  come  right  over.  I’ll  never 
forget  that  night  when  he  came  to  the 
door.  He  was  carrying  a large,  white 
plastic  grocery  bag. 

He  introduced  himself  and  told  me  the 
tokens  were  in  old  rotted  cloth  bank  bags. 
He  had  to  put  the  deteriorated  sacks  into 
plastic  bags  to  keep  the  tokens  from  going 
right  through. 

"Bags?  Do  you  mean  there’s  more?"  I 
asked. 

"Oh  yes,"  he  said,  ’’Please  help  me  carry 
them  from  my  car." 

At  this  point  I had  determined  this  was  not 


a dream.  It  was  really  happening  After  the 
bank  bags  were  in,  then  came  the  old 
wooden  cigar  boxes.  They  were  so  heavy 
and  fragile  that  I could  not  carry  more 
than  one  at  a time. 

As  I dumped  the  first  sack  onto  the 
kitchen  table,  he  told  me  he  had  inherited 
them  from  his  grandfather.  He  told  me  he 
used  to  play  with  them  when  he  was  a little 
boy,  pretending  they  were  real  money.  The 
tokens  sat  in  the  basement  for  quite  a few 
years,  and  now  he  didn”t  want  them 
anymore. 

While  he  was  telling  me  this,  I was 
searching  through  the  tokens  as  fast  as  I 
could.  I was  separating  them  in  different 
piles.  Out-of-State  tokens,  Telephone 
tokens,  Mavericks,  Wisconsin,  etc.. 

As  I finished  the  first  sack,  which  took 
some  time,  I randomly  searched  the  rest  of 
the  hoard  to  determine  its  value.  At  that 
time,  I could  see  most  of  them  were 
Amusement  Tokens  and  homemade  slugs. 
Oh  well,  the  first  bag  still  had  a lot  of 
good  stuff. 

As  I was  determining  what  price  to  pay, 
my  new  friend  told  me  he  would  like  to  try 
his  hand  at  duck  hunting,  but  had  no 
shotgun.  I knew  I had  a nice  12  gauge 
pump  which  I hardly  ever  used.  I brought 
out  the  gun  and  gave  it  to  him  along  with 
my  personal  check,  and  the  deal  was 
done. 

It  took  me  several  months  to  properly 
classify  everything.  A large  percentage  of 
the  hoard  were  Amusement  Tokens.  These 
tokens  would  often  say  "No  Cash  Value" 
or  "Property  of  Machine".  I soon  found 
out  from  more  experienced  collectors  that 
this  type  of  token  is  almost  worthless. 
Only  a few  token  collectors  wanted  them 
The  collectors  that  did  want  them  would 
not  pay  very  much;  Averaging  only  25c 
each. 

One  of  the  tokens  I had  acquired  had  an 
old  slot  machine  pictured  on  the  obverse 
side  with  the  word  "Puck"  on  either  side 
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of  the  machine.  It  was  made  of  brass  and 
looked  older  than  dirt.  I was  sure  it  had  to 
be  worth  more  than  the  rest  of  the  tokens. 
I decided  to  write  to  TAMS  for  one  of 
their  supplements  on  Amusement  and 
Vending  Machine  Tokens.  When  my 
catalog  arrived,  I searched  for  my  Puck 
slot  machine  token.  It  was  listed  and  noted 
to  be  very  rare.  The  catalog  was  over  ten 
years  old,  so  the  prices  were  out-dated. 
While  reading  this  catalog,  I found  out 
that  Mr.  David  Bowers  of  the  well-known 
Bower  & Merena  Galleries  was  also  known 
for  his  knowledge  of  Amusement  tokens  as 
well  as  coins.  I wrote  to  him  and  his 
return  letter  indicated  that  my  Puck  token 
should  retail  between  $75  to  $150  on  the 
open  market.  Well,  what  do  you  know, 
Amusement  tokens  are  amusing  after  all!!

GEORGE  D.  HATIE  1910-1997 

Mr.  Ha  tie  was  a numismatic 
collector,  exhibitor,  writer  and 
club  officer  and  worker.  He  was  a 
member  of  ANA  (he  was  legal  counsel. 
He  was  past  president  of  Central 
States.  In  1965,  he  received  the 
CSNS  Medal  of  Merit,  Central  States 
highest  honor. 

CSNS  President  John  Wilson  said  that 
George  was  one  of  the  most  hard 
working,  intelligent,  honorable  and 
friendliest  persons  that  he  had  ever 
met  in  the  hobby  or  anywhere . He 
served  with  honor  and  dignity  as  our 
Legal  Counsel  and  President  for  many 
years.  It  was  only  because  of  his 
age  "and  slowing  down"  as  he  told  me 
in  1988,  that  he  resigned  as  our 
long  time  counsel.  An  old  quote  for 
daily  living  is:  Yesterday's 
canceled  check,  tomorrow ' s 
promissory  note  and  today  is  cash, 
spend  it  wisely.  George  lived 
everyday  to  its  fullest  and  left  a 
legacy  that  will  live  with  all  of  us 
for  all  time. 

His  awards  were  many  including  the 
Krause  Publications  Numismatic 
Ambassador  Award  in  1991. 

I know  George  Ha  tie  wasn't  a member 
of  NOW,  but  many  of  our  members  knew 
him  well.

Presque  Isle 
Was  a Logging 
Town

There  are  a number  of 
Wisconsin  cities  and 
towns  that  have  changed 
their  names  over  the 
years,  sometimes  on  a 
whim,  but  often  the 
humble  beginning  of  these 
towns  caused  them  to  be 
initially  named  after 
railroad  personnel, 

farmers  and  settlers,  and  in  some  cases, 
animals,  Indians  and  topography. 

As  settlement  occurred,  the  populace 
shook  off  the  arcane  names  and  found 
more  distinguished  or  popular  city 
names. 


Some  community  names  simply 
were  changed  by  popular  vote, 
while  others  were  changed  at  the 
request  of  the  postal  department  or 
railroad  due  to  name  duplication 
within  the  state  or  nation. 


When  the  “Vilas  County  Lumber 
Company"  put  down  its  roots  in 
northern  Wisconsin  in  1905,  the 
Operation  Manager  was  J.  J. 
Foster,  and  the  company  town  that 
was  created  in  the  wilderness  was 
named  Fosterville  after  the 
lumber  company  superintendent 
who  built  it,  Fosterville. 

My  lumbering  and  logging 
postcard  collection  shows  that  J.J. 
Foster  built  an  excellent  town, 
well  laid  out  with  homes  for  the 
married  employees,  quality 
boarding  housing  for  the  single 
men,  and  a number  of  nice  “social” 
buildings  in  addition  to  a large  company 
general  store,  where  the  token  coinage 
was  used. 


This  38m  aluminum  $1  token  was  used  in  1911  & 1912.  In 


addition,  there  were  1 0 bronze,  50,  10  and  50  aluminum  tokens. 


The  list  of  Wisconsin  cities  and 
towns  that  have  had  two  official  names  is 
long  and  full  of  interesting  stories  -- 
Kilbourn/Wisconsin  Dells  comes  to  mind 
at  once,  but  there  are  few  cities  or  towns 
that  have  had  3 different  official  names. 
Presque  Isle,  Wisconsin  is  one  such 
town,  evolving  out  of  logging  and 
lumbering  roots,  into  a lovely  little 
resort  town  that  since  1955  has  been 
named  after  the  township  in  which  it 
resides.  But  before  that,  the  town  had 


Postcards  show  a large  hotel  that  was 
called  the  “DeFoster”  and  a dance  hall 
advertising  ice  cream,  soft  drinks, 
billiards  and  dancing.  These  postcards 
(dated  1909  through  1912)  clearly 
show  that  Foster  built  the  buildings. 

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  the  official  Vilas 
County  History  book,  which  relied  on  the 
remembrances  of  a 94-year  old  lady, 
does  not  give  credit  to  Foster,  but 


erroneously  credits  the  second  “Vilas  1 
County  Lumber  Company"  owner  with 
the  building  of  the  town. 

The  budding  town  of  Fosterville 
flourished.  Like  the  neighboring  village 
of  Winchester,  the  Fosterville  operation 
generated  its  own  electric  power  and  the 
“Fosterville  and  Mercer"  short  line 
railroad  shuttled  rail  cars  to  the  main 
lines  of  the  Chicago  and  Northwestern 
Railway. 

Foster  not  only  ran  a sawmill,  but  a 
shingle  mill,  lathe  mill  and  finish 
lumber  mill,  while  operating  three 
camps  of  lumberjacks  in  the  woods. 

In  1917,  the  Vilas  County  Lumber 
Company  had  a new  owner,  W.S.  Winegar, 
of  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  who  promptly 
renamed  the  town  after  himself. 

The  properties  that  W.S.  Winegar 
inherited  from  Foster  and  renamed  are 
clearly  shown  by  my  postcard  collection 
to  be  exactly  the  same  as  Fosterville.  The 
Winegar  postcards  simply  use  the  new 
town  name  on  later  dated  views  of  the 
buildings  Foster  had  built. 

W.S.  Winegar  ran  the  mill  until  at  least 
1926,  and  directories  show  that  a 
Chicago  based  company  called  Winegar- 
Gorman  was  also  sawing  lumber  in  town 
at  that  date. 

From  1931  to  1940,  records  show  the 
Bonifas  Gorman  Lumber  Company 
operated  the  old  Vilas  County  Lumber 
Company  property  in  Winegar,  with  the 
owner  listed  as  William  Bonifas.  This 
company  also  used  token  money. 

Sometime  later  the  Bonifas  Gorman 


Company  transferred  the  Winegar 
holdings  to  Elmore  and  Howard  of  Chicago 
for  disposal,  perhaps  indicating  a silent 
financial  partnership  had  existed. 

At  this  time  the  old  J.J.  Foster  company 
houses  were  sold,  the  mill  razed  and 
equipment  disposed  of,  and  the  Bonifas 
Gorman  headquarters  moved  to 
Marenisco,  Michigan,  where  W.S.  Bonifas 
owned  another  mill. 

When  the  last  vestige  of  lumbering 
ceased,  the  tough  little  village  did  not  die. 
The  lovely  lakes  of  the  area  had  long 
lured  outdoorsmen  from  Illinois  and 
southern  Wisconsin,  and  soon  the  town 
began  to  re-tool  to  better  accommodate 
these  fishermen  friends.  In  the  1950 
era,  northern  Wisconsin  tourism  was  a 
rising  tide.  Resort  business  gradually 
replaced  the  dead  and  gone  pine  and 
hardwood  lumber  and  logging  business, 
and  in  1955,  the  village  of  Winegar 
renamed  itself  with  the  trendy  tourist 
name  of  “Presque  Isle,”  the  name  of  the 
township  in  which  the  old  lumber  town  of 
Fosterville/Winegar  lie. 

When  we  visited  the  area  in  the  1960s, 
there  was  a large  boarding  house  and 
several  other  nice  buildings  of  the 
Bonifas  Gorman  operation  still  standing, 
but  the  watercourse  and  other  traces  of 
the  mill  had  vanished,  making  it  hard  to 
envision  the  layout  of  the  operation 
(which  had  been  quite  large). 

In  1967  when  my  book  “Trade  Tokens  of 
Wisconsin”  was  first  published,  only  an 
aluminum  $1  token  of  Fosterville  was  in 
the  hands  of  collectors.  The  1993  edition 
now  lists  5 denominations  from  the 
Fosterville  store,  3 from  the  later 
Winegar  operation  and  a partial  set  of  3

PROPOSED  NEW  COIN 
DESIGNS  FOR  PRUSSIA 
AND  1IAVARIA 

6y  Lee  9-Cart  z, 

Patterns  are  coins  struck  from  dies  of 
new  and/or  experimental  designs  and  are 
not  intended  for  circulation.  They  are 
usually  struck  in  a metal  other  than  the 
normal  composition  for  the  denomination. 
They  are  also  usually  struck  in  very 
limited  quantities,  making  them  from 
quite  scarce  to  very  rare.  Generally, 
more  are  struck  in  off  metals  than  in  the 
normal  metal  for  the  denomination. 

In  the  mid-1800’s  what  we  know  as 
Germany  was  a hodge-podge  of  separate 
Free  Cities,  Principalities,  Duchies, 
Grand  Duchies  and  Kingdoms,  each  with 
its  own  coinage.  These  coinage  systems 
were  a variety  of  different  denominations 
(mostly  non-decimal)  and  were 
convertible  from  one  to  another  at 
various  rates. 

During  the  Austro-Prussian  War  of 
1866,  some  of  the  German  state  sided 
with  Prussia  and  some  with  Austria. 
Prussia,  the  victor,  absorbed  most  of  the 
states  who  had  sided  with  Austria. 

After  the  Prussian/German  victory  in 
the  Franco-Prussian  War  of  1870-71, 
Wilhelm  I of  Prussia  set  about  to  bring 
the  German  states  out  of  the  remains  of 
feudalism.  Fie  consolidated  the  various 
states  into  a total  of  25  (all  of  whom  had 
the  right  to  strike  coins),  establishing 
the  German  Empire  with  himself  as 
Emperor. 

He  established  a new  decimal  coinage, 


consisting  of  a Mark  made  up  of  100 
Pfennig,  circulated  at  face  value  in  all 
parts  of  the  Empire.  All  minor  coins 
(1  Mark  and  under)  were  issued  by  the 
Empire  and  all  these  denominations  had 
similar  designs. 

The  major  coinage  (2/3/5-Mark  of 
silver  and  10/20-Mark  of  gold)  were 
issued  by  the  individual  states.  The 
obverse  designs  were  controlled  by  the 
states,  and  were  usually  a portrait  of  the 
state’s  reigning  ruler.  The  design  for  a 
state  was  usually  the  same  for  all 
denominations.  There  was  a common 
Empire  reverse  for  all  states,  similar  to 
that  on  the  minor  coins.  These  designs 
were  used  from  1874  thru  the 
dissolution  of  the  German  Empire  at  the 
end  of  World  War  I.  These  coins  were 
somewhat  plain,  and  after  40  years  there 
was  some  agitation  for  change. 

In  1913  the  renowned  medalist  Karl 
Goetz  was  commissioned  to  create  a new 
coinage  and  he  came  up  with  a series  of 
lovely  new  designs.  Patterns  were 
created  for  both  Bavaria  and  Prussia,  the 
two  major  kingdoms  within  the  Empire. 
The  patterns  shown  at  the  end  of  this 
article  are  of  the  major  denominations 
(2/3/5-Mark  (silver)  and  10/20- 
Mark  (gold)).  Each  coin  has  a different 
portrait  on  the  obverse.  Again,  the 
reverses  are  standardized  between  the 
states.  However,  each  denomination  has 
its  own  reverse  design. 

These  patterns  were  struck  in  either 
bronze-copper  or  silver-plated  copper. 
The  outbreak  of  World  War  I and  its 
outcome  determined  the  fate  of  these 
attractive  designs. 

I have  been  fortunate  over  the  years  to 
have  put  together  several  complete  sets 
of  these  patterns.  I purchased  a Bavarian 


lb 

set,  complete  with  case,  from  a long- 
time Milwaukee  collector  in  the  early 
1970’s.  I have  picked  up  enough  pieces 
to  have  1 complete  Prussian  set  (and  4 
additional  pieces).  Altogether,  I can  show 
the  complete  set  of  15  coins,  showing  the 
Bavarian  obverse,  the  Prussian  obverse, 
and  the  common  reverses.  Some  are  in 
silver,  although  most  are  bronze-copper. 

While  the  rarity  of  these  coins  are 


unknown  to  me,  they  are  fairly  readily 
available  at  not  too  high  a price,  so  I 
presume  that  the  numbers  issued  are 
greater  than  the  typical  U.S.  Pattern.

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A Milwaukee  Rebus  Note

One  of  the  more  interesting  advertising  notes  that  anyone  can  add  to 
their  collection  is  the  Rebus  note.  Rebus  is  a representation  of  words  in  the 
form  of  pictures  or  symbols,  often  presented  as  a puzzle.  This  Rebus  note  is 
from  A.  H.  Markwell,  a dealer  in  all  kinds  of  Boots  and  Shoes.  He  was 
located  at  5 Spring  Street.,  Milwaukee.  We  spent  an  afternoon  at  the 
Milwaukee  County  Historical  Society  trying  to  find  out  some  biographical 
history  about  Mr.  Markwell,  but  were  unsuccessful.  We  were  able  to  find  out 
in  an  old  1870  - 1871  City  Directory  that  he  was  located  in  Milwaukee,  and 
his  first  name  was  Abraham.  The  1890  Milwaukee  City  Directory  listed  the 
firm  as,  Markwell  Brothers,  Benjamin,  Abraham  and  Moses  Markwell.  The 
location  then  was  at  338  E.  Water  Street,  Milwaukee.  This  directory  also 
listed  Abraham  Markwell  as  living  at  166  Mason  Street,  in  Milwaukee.  Both 
Figure  One  and  Figure  Two  have  been  reduced  to  80  % of  actual  size. 

Figure  One  shows  the  face  of  the  Markwell  advertising  note  which  is 
in  similar  size  and  appearance  to  actual  federal  money.  In  each  corner  you 
will  see  a figure  “1.”  At  left  and  right  of  the  center  portrait  of  the  female  you 
will  see  large  “1’s.”  At  first  glance,  with  these  “Vs”  on  the  note,  and  the  way 
it  is  laid  out,  it  looks  like  actual  money.  The  Markwell  business  hoped  that 
people  would  save  the  advertising  note  because  of  its  look-a-like 
appearance  to  actual  money.  Later  on  when  they  needed  shoes  or  boots 
they  would  remember  the  advertising  note  and  go  to  the  Markwell  firm.  The 
imprint  at  bottom  reads:  The  Major  & Knapp  Engraving,  Manufacturing  & 
Lithography  Co.,  71  Broadway  N.Y. 

Figure  Two  shows  the  back  of  the  rebus  note.  We  thank  Wauwatosa 
collector  Tom  Snyder  for  translating  the  note.  It  reads:  “An  open 

announcement  to  the  public.  All  parents  must  understand  that  we  have  on 
hand  always  a stock  of  silver  and  copper  tipped  boots  and  shoes.  You  can 
not  but  be  impressed  when  we  guarantee  that  1 pair  will  last  two  times 
longer  than  shoes  not  metal  tipped.  A warm  welcome  is  extended  to  all.  “Try 
our  handsome,  Genteel  and  Durable  tipped  boots  and  shoes  for  children.” 
Parents  you  can  save  in  1 year  enough  to  purchase  your  own  boots  and 
shoes.  All  of  this  will  be  explained  at”  A.  H.  Markwell,  Dealer  in  all  kinds  of 
Boots  and  Shoes;  5 Spring  St.  (Wisconsin  Avenue  today)  Milwaukee. 
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No  one  actually  knows  when  the  first  advertising  note  “that  mimics 
currency,”  made  its  appearance  in  this  country.  We  do  know  that  their  are 
many  different  types  that  were  issued  starting  at  the  time  of  the  Civil  War. 
From  that  time  up  to  the  present  advertising  notes  are  utilized  to  promote 
coin  shows,  political  campaigns  and  even  discounts  on  products  at  your 
local  grocery  store.  Check  out  your  local  store  during  the  holidays, 
especially  the  liquor  department  and  you  usually  can  usually  find  an 
advertising  look-a-like.  The  dictionary  defines  advertising  as:  “The  activity  of 
attracting  public  attention  to  a product  or  business,  as  by  paid 
announcements  in  print  or  on  the  air.  The  “print”  mimic  or  look-a-like  notes 
are  now  part  of  our  numismatic  heritage  and  come  in  many  different  forms.  If 
the  opportunity  presents  itself,  maybe,  you  can  add  an  early  adverting  note 
to  your  collection  from  your  city.
